2014 marked the 100th year of existence for the historic Southwest Museum site. The purpose of this 
project is to create a shared vision for its next century. 


The historic Southwest Museum site, home to Los Angeles’s first museum and an iconic landmark in the 
Highland Park/Mt. Washington neighborhood for generations, stands ready to be successfully 
reimagined so that it can remain an important part of the community for the next century. 


The Southwest Museum site was constructed in 1914 by Charles Fletcher Lummis, a historian, 
ethnographer, and early preservation activist with a deep appreciation for southwestern and Southern 
California cultures. However, despite this rich history, the Southwest Museum site is currently 
underutilized. 


The National Trust for Historic Preservation is excited by the opportunity to forge a positive and 
productive partnership with the Autry National Center of the American West, the City of Los Angeles, 
and a broad, diverse group of local community organizations and stakeholders that will identify viable 
options and sustainable uses for this beloved historic landmark. With the collaboration and enthusiasm 
of these individuals and organizations, the site can continue to serve as a community landmark that 
actively contributes to and supports the thriving urban fabric of Los Angeles. A Steering Committee 
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comprised of a broad representation of Los Angeles stakeholders will be created to serve as critical 
advisors who will bring their expertise and insights to the planning process. 


Over the course of our work on this National Treasure, the public will have opportunities to leave 
comments on planning documents posted on this website, attend meetings, participate in interviews, 
and attend events at the historic Southwest Museum site. Please check back frequently to learn more 
about what’s happening. This website will share updates about where we are in the process with our 
work on this National Treasure and offer opportunities for you to provide comments. You can also sign 
up to receive updates from us as our work progresses. 


About the Historic Southwest Museum Site 


The first museum in Los Angeles, the Southwest Museum was opened in 1914 by Charles Lummis, a 
visionary historian whose unparalleled collection of Native American art and artifacts is considered one 
of the most important and comprehensive of its kind. Throughout the 20th century, the prominent 
museum building, sited prominently in Mt. Washington and designed by Sumner Hunt and his partner 
Silas Burns in the Mission Revival style, welcomed visitors from around the world. 


However, many years of financial challenges and declining attendance led the Southwest Museum to 
merge with the Autry in 2003. At that time, the Autry assumed responsibility for the site’s historic 
buildings (which includes the historic Southwest Museum of the American Indian and the 1917 Casa de 
Adobe, a large, hand-built adobe structure that was intended to be a replica of a historic early California 
rancho), its 38-acre campus, an archive, and a collection of over 250,000 ethnographic and 
archaeological artifacts. While undertaking the careful documentation, conservation, and preservation of 
the museum’s vast collection of art and artifacts, and stabilizing the historic museum building, the Autry 
and the community have developed different visions for the site and have not yet been able to reach 
consensus on the most viable, appropriate, and sustainable use for the historic buildings and grounds. 


About the National Trust 


The National Trust for Historic Preservation is a national leader in reimagining historic places for the 
21st century, which includes a diverse collection of 27 sites that the National Trust owns or operates. 
Because of this experience, we have been invited to share our expertise to help find common ground 
and define viable solutions for the historic Southwest Museum site that can restore its place of 
prominence. Our work with our own historic sites and many others has proven that long-term success 
requires that historic places must have a viable support network and sustained funding for annual 
operations and maintenance. 


As an independent neutral party, the National Trust will facilitate conversations between all interested 
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stakeholders to identify appropriate, creative, pragmatic, and sustainable uses for the historic Southwest 
Museum site that will support the broader community’s interests and needs. The National Trust’s goal at 
the Southwest Museum site is to widely engage residents, organizations, and many others to define a 
viable vision and future for this iconic site that reimagines it as an essential part of a diverse, livable, and 
thriving urban neighborhood.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 


Sacramento Retrofit Advocacy 

On Tuesday, Councilmember Cedillo, Councilmember Englander and Seismologist Dr. Lucy Jones spent 
the day in Sacramento to meet state policy makers to discuss the Resilience by Design report. 

Our delegation met with Insurance Commissioner Dave Jones, Assembly Speaker Toni Atkins, Senate 
Pro Tempore Kevin de Leon and other legislators. We shared our concerns regarding the public safety 
of Angelenos should a major earthquake occur in Los Angeles. 

It was a successful and productive trip that opened lines of communication with our state 
representatives. We will continue to work with them in partnership as we move forward in creating an 
ordinance that requires mandatory retrofitting of certain buildings in Los Angeles.

City Improves Bulky Item Pick Up 

This week in City Council members voted to instruct the City Attorney to draft two ordinances that will 
help the City become more efficient on how it picks up bulky items. The first action will amend LAMC 
56.11 to enhance the City's ability to ensure sidewalks are available for their intended purpose and set 
forth a clearer, faster, and simpler process for removing unattended property from our sidewalks, 
including the provision of notice and interim storage. The second ordinance requested by Council will 
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address the disposition of bulky and personal items left on park property after the park closes. 

Both of these ordinances will help the City continue its efforts in making LA a cleaner City, and promote 
CD1 Keep It Clean campaign. 


FIELD UPDATE 


Southwest Museum Declared National Treasure 

Wednesday was a historic day for Northeast Los Angeles as the National Trust for Historic Preservation 
named the Southwest Museum site a National Treasure. The Trust selected the 100-year-old property 
for its historic and cultural significance, and its importance as an iconic community landmark in the 
Highland Park and Mt. Washington neighborhoods of Los Angeles. As part of its National Treasures 
campaign, the Trust will employ its expertise in historic sites to engage a broad, diverse group of local 
community groups and Los Angeles-area stakeholders to identify viable options and sustainable future 
uses for this beloved historic landmark. 

In naming the Southwest Museum site a National Treasure, the National Trust will draw on its 
considerable experience with historic sites throughout the country to lead and facilitate a broad and 
inclusive process to define a sustainable use for the site. In partnership with the Autry National Center of 
the American West, Office of Councilmember Gil Cedillo and with the close collaboration of individuals, 
organizations and stakeholders in the community and throughout the area, the Trust will lead a process 
to explore sustainable operating and funding models for the Southwest Museum site. 

Councilmember Gil Cedillo has been working with the Autry and engaging a broad range of local 
stakeholders to focus on uses that will respect the site’s historic presence in the community. The 
Councilmember pledged his continued support of the Southwest Museum site and applauded the 
National Trust’s designation of the Southwest Museum as a National Treasure.

Arroyo Seco Environmental Restoration Meeting 

On Wednesday, at Ramona Hall in the Sycamore Grove neighborhood, staff of the United States Army 
Corps of Engineers (USACE) presented their project plans for the Arroyo River to a large crowd of local 
stakeholders. Organized by Arroyo Seco Neighborhood Council's Environmental Representative, Loyd 
Kattro and sponsored by Councilmember Gilbert Cedillo, the gathering was a step to encourage the 
National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA) to support community involvement in their process. The 
meeting proved to be effective with ideas provided by stakeholders to be incorporated in the project. 
The primary purpose of USACE’s work is habitat restoration with the goal of bringing back aquatic 
wildlife to the river. These plans will involve removal of concrete and non-native invasive species. 
USACE staff Priyanka Wadhawan and Debbie Lamb outlined the process of the multi-year project, 
which requires approval of Congress to be implemented.

For those who've yet to try some, it's a Mexican street food. A cob of corn is slathered with butter, mayo, 
chili powder and cheese. 


But by reporting about this man, who's been selling elote for decades, Peterson ended up with a bit of a 
controversy: Can you write about a neighborhood if you're not from there? 


Several people took to social media to comment and complain. 


This tweet wasn't so nice; it took a stab at "Asian hipsters." (Warning: explicit content.) 


Peterson posted a follow-up to address the claims he was "columbusing&quot; — the practice of 
reckless appropriation, usually by white people, of something that's been around for a long time 
belonging to another culture. 

Peterson joined Take Two to explain. 

"To say, 'You're not from this neighborhood, you can't go into East L.A. and write about Mexican 
businesses,&#39; I just think it ultimately deprives people — the public - of good writing. I think anybody 
can write about anything," he says. 


Mexican-American writers Gustavo Arellano and Bill Esparza also came to his defense, arguing food is 
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food and that claims of gentrification or race should step aside when it comes to eating. 


Peterson was also called out for drawing too much attention to this man. 


"Another writer had said, 'Did I ever think about the ethics of covering an unlicensed vendor?'" he said. 
"By doing so, I could be putting this man in jeopardy. Exposing him to unwarranted or unwanted 
attention." 


Peterson counters that the real problem isn't writing about street vendors. 


"Frankly, it's about the bigger issue about legalizing street vending so that the people who work as street 
vendors out in the open without fear of reprisal," he says. 


Peterson adds that Timoteo the corn man isn't naive about how publicity works. 


"He's been doing it for 27 years. Tell me this isn't a man who doesn't know the drill. I think it's vaguely 
patronizing to assume this guy doesn't know how to handle attention." 


For what it's worth, Timoteo still operates in Lincoln Heights but isn't out on the sidewalk for as long as 
he used to be. 


Peterson paid him a visit after his initial story blew up. 


"I said to him, 'I wrote that article a couple days ago,'" he recounted. "His attitude was, 'Yeah, great, I get 
to go home earlier. We sold out."'
